The General Assembly of North 
Carolina do cnact, ‘Phat the Auditor 
shall not audit ang Claim er account 
presented at the instance Of any 
county, for the maintenance of luna- 
tics who have hitherto-been or may 
hereafter be, refused admission into 
the Insane Asylum, unless it shall 
appear upon the aflidavits of one or 
more respectable practicing 
cians that the person or persons on 
neeouut of whom such claim is pre- 
sented, were for such times as such 
elaim shall be presented, in his or 
their opinion, entitled te be admitted 
into the Insane Asylum as lunatics, 
aud upon the affidavit of the Chair- 
man of the Board of Commissioners 
of any sueh county mace before the 
Clerk of thea Superior Court of the

Origin, Progress, and Completion of 
the Great Work. 

The announcement that Valen- 
tine’s studio would be opened for the 
reception of visitors on yesterday ex- 
cited great interest, and attracted a 
coustant stream of visitors from 9 a. 
m.to6p m. The Governor, a large 
number of members of the Legisla- 
ture, jadges, clergymen, old soldiers, 
representatives of all of the profes- 
sicns, our solid business-men, and 
Visitors from a distance tningled with 
the ladies, and the studio was crowded 
during the whole day.

In June 1870, just three months 
beiere General (Lee’s death, Valen- 
tine went to Lexington, and suceeed- 
ed in makinga bust of him, which 
was pronounced by the most pm oe 
tent critics (including Mrs. Lee) a 
striking likeness and a well-nigh 
perfect model. (This bust was made 
fon actual measurements, which 
the General kindly permitted the are 
tist to make, and these were exten- 
ded also to his entire person, so that 
when hypercritical visitors object to 
the size of any particular part of the 
figure, the artist has only to produce 
his original measurements, about 
which there can be no mistake. ) 

The committee did not hesitate, 
therefore, to committo Virginia’s 
gifted young a the work of 
putting into marble his beautiful 
eoueeption of the sarcophagus. and 
he has worked on it from time to 
tine until it is now completed. 

THE MARBLE, 

The committee waited for a long 
time on eu effort to obtain a suita- 
ble block of Virgin?a marble from 
which to cut the figure, but failing 
to secure one they finally acted on

| ber that, “though found on the hills 
of Vermont, the marble was not made 
by the manufacturers of wooden nut- 
megs, but was placed there by the 
God whom Lee served so devoutly, 
and might therefore be appropriately 
selected to deck his tomb.’? The 
block has proven to bea splendid 
one, nota single flaw having been 
found in any part of it, and the artist 
and the experienced workmen who 
has done the cutting do not hesitate 
tv pronounce it equal to any piece of 
Itaiian marble they have ever seen, 
and a conciusive demonstration of 
the fact that we need not cross the 
ocean for our finest varieties of statua- 
ry marble. 


THE CUTTING 


was begun in October last, and has 
been dene by Mr. Caspar Buberl, 2 
Native of Bohemia, who has had 
twenty years’ experience in New 
York, and has proven himself a most 
skillful workman. The curiosity of 
visitors as to how the plaster model 
cun be so exactly reproduced in the 
marble is answered by the statement 
that a beautiful piece of machinery 
called the ‘‘pointing machine’’ meas- 
ures off the work, so that it really re- 
quires only mechanical skill to put 
the counterpart of the plaster into 
the marble. 


THE COMPLETED FIGURE. 


The completed figure is a life-size 
representation of General Lee repos- 
ing upon a couch. The figure and 
couch are of one piece of exquisitely 
white marble, unmarred by a flaw 
and equal to the finest Parian. The 
artist represents the hero dressed in 
Confederate} uniform, and lying in 
calm, haif-sleeping, half-conseious 
repose. ‘The right arm is thrown 
across the breast, while the left lies 
by his side and rests lightly upon his 
sword. In selecting a recumbent 
posture Mr, Valentine had the sanc- 
tion of such renowned works of art 
as Rauch’s King William and Queen 
Louis, of Prussia; Hoffgarden’s 
Duchess of Nassau at Wiesenbaden, 
and Kiss’s Countess Henekel von 
Donnersmark. 

The faithfulness of the portrait is 
most remarkable. All who knew 
the General in civil or military life 
are struck with the exactness of the 
likeness, and its suggestiveness of the 
mental and moral characteristics of 
the subject. The attitudeis full of 
ease. ‘There is a most noticeable ab- 
sence of the stiffness and hardness 
which are thought by some to be in- 
separable from sculpture, and which 
ure oppressive in some of the figures 
in Westminister Abbey and St. Den- 
is. Every lineand feature glow with 
truth, purity, and expressiveness. 
While so much is realized, to the 
imagination is suggested that mateh- 
less, unapproacbable elevation which 
is ascribed pre-cminently to our 
great leader.

TIE AMERICAN ARCIIBiISIIOP. 
The olevation of an American to 
one of the highest dignities in the 
Romish church—the bestowal of 
the Cardinal's hat upon Archbishop 
McClosky—is an appeal to Ameri- 
can pride so flattering that it has 
absorbed in the thouchtless masses 
ali those fears which have often pos- 
sessed them at the rapid growth of 
that church on this continent, a 
growth which takes immense signifi- 
Cardinal stands highest among the 
potentates of the church, a very 
prince, invested with powers and 
privileges which rank him as among 
the great ones of the earth, with not 
only the consciencies, the spiritual 
control, but as has been believed, 
with the political control of his 
flock at his disposal. And it is evi- 
denco of the vast growth of the 
Romish creed in this country that 
it demands the supervision of one 
of so high dignity as a Cardinal. 
Nevertheless an important fact 
might occur to the timid who dread 
the rapid growth of a dreaded de- 
nomination. The Romish church 
only keops pace with the increaso 
of population, no more nor no less. 
Other denominations more than 
hold their own, and Protestanism 
is in no danger of losing any of its 
advantages. So long as the sever- 
ance of church and State exists, so 
long will any particular denomina- 
tion be harmless by special predom- 
inance. 
A new question has been raised 
as to tho right of an American citi- 
zen to receive the investiture of a 
dignity which ranks him with 
princes, under the clause of tho 
constitution which forbids the ac- 
ceptance of any title of nobility or 
honor from a foreign power. 
Whether the prohibition would ap- 
ply toan honor merely spiritual in 
character is questionable. We think 
not, and at all events think tho 
question of little more consequence 
than to furnish material for news- 
paper disquisition.
